THE DOCTOR'S STATEMENT. 

Comanos, it ls announced, states in the 
report he has presented that he was called 
to see the Khed!ive early on Thursday morn- 
ing at the Helonan Palace, where Egypt’s 
late ruler eventually died. The Khedive, ac- 
cording to Dr. Comanos, was then very fll, 
but he was unable to see bim. Tewflk Pasha, 

tappears, Was there, suffering from intense 
pain, due to an attack of pneumonia and 
from blood polsoning due touremia. The 
latter, with a weak heart, Dr. Comanos (who 
afterwards saw the Khedive’s body) says was 
the immediate cause of lewük Pasha’s death. 
The doctor’s report adds: His death was un- 
doubtedly accelerated by an overdose of mor- 
phine administered to the sick man by Dr. 
Salem Pasha, who, with Dr. Issa Bey, were 
the personal and private native physicians of 
the hhedive, 

According tothe report drawn up by Dr. 
Comanos, Dr. Salem Pasha wos totally ig 
norant of the treatment ofthe disease from 
which the Khedive was suffering, yet he in- 
sisted upon ministering to the sick man. 
It is added that Dr. Salem Pasha disappeared 
on Thursday nightand that he has not been 
seen since. The native and British police 
re nowsearching for him. All the Medit- 
erranean ports are being watched, as it is 
rumored he escaped from Egypt on board a 
small sailing vessel and that he is bound for 
some lonely spot, where he can land unob- 
served and make his escape good.

KREBBS’ DEATH PIT.

CHARRED MASSES OF HUMAN REMAINS 
HOISTED TO THE SURFACE. 


Scenes of Indescribable Horror—Surviv- 
ing Relatives Insane From the Frenzy 
of Despair—Sixty-three Bodies Await 
Burial and the Work of Recovery Not 
Half Finished—Eighty-five Injured. 


MCALLISTER, I. T., Jan. 9.—Excitement in- 
tensifed almest to insanity because of the 
mine explosion shows no abatement. All 
day yesterday and to-day 5,000 people were 
around the shaft of the mine, crowding, ges- 
ticulating, shrieking, some attracted there 
from an idle curiosity born of a phase of mor- 
bidness, but the majority were there driven 
to the spot half-crazed through the fear of 
what they might have to realize. Others 
were standing about, and their blanched 
faces, eyes from which the light had de- 
parted, and apathetic postures, told the 
same story, but told it in a different way. 
Wives, sisters, sweethearts, mothers, 
fathers, all in their own way painted such a 
picture of despair upon the minds of be- 
holders that the impression will never be ef- 
faced, 

Up to2o0’ciock last night forty-eight dead 
bodies had been taken out of the mine and 100 
injured, fifteen of whom died before morning. 
The remaining eighty-five miners are lying at 
their bomes, swathed in cotton and vaseline 
up to their eyes, with their eyes, hair and 
finger nails burned off and the cooked flesh 
dropping from their bones. This morning 
the company ordered sixty-five and local un- 
dertakers ordered a carload of coffins. 

THE WORK OF RESCUE. 

All the mings in the vicinity have shut 
down and the miners and women of the fam 
ilies are at Krebs, the miners to aid inthe 
work of rescue, their wives, sisters and 
mothers to perform the offices for the dead 
and to relieve the suffering of the wounded. 

Men of all nationalities are aidingin the 
work of rescue. Americans, Scotchmen, 
Polanders, Welchmen, Italians, Swedes—all 
but negroes—are at the work. Some time 
since the white miners refused to work with 
the negroes. This morning a number of the 
negroes wentto Krebs and assisted in the 
work in only a half hearted way andone of 
their number was heard to say that it served 
the miners right to have been killed. The 
word was passed from mouth to mouth and 
the indignation and fury of the miners knew 
no bounds. It seemed as though another 
horror would be added to the scene, but the 
United States Deputy Marshal anticipating 
some such trouble, was on hand with a 
posse and they drove the colored men from 


the place at the potnt of Winchesters. 


All day and all night scenes intensely sad 
and heartrending,scenes which made women 
shriek in horror and strong men weep, which 
made some pray to God for relief from the 
burden of sorrow that crushed their spirits 
toearth and which impelled others to curse 
Him forthe same cause were being enacted 
at the mouth ofthe shaft. Such a panorama 
was never before enrolled to the gaze of the 
thousands assembled there. 

As body after body was removed from the 
ground women, crazed with despair, would 
throw themselves in front of the shaft in 
their efforts todetermine at once whether 
the allthat was humanof some poor fellow 
was nota father, brotheror husband. Time 
and time again were the women pressed and 
carried back from the mouth of the shaft, but 
as the work of the rescue proceeded the same 
scene was enacted and re-enacted. 

HORRIBLY MANGLED BODIES. 

It was almost impossible to recognize any 
resemblance to the human form inthe bodies 
of many of those rescued. Heads, arms, 
legs, hands and feet were in many instances 
torn from the trunks. The pit clothes were 
either partially or.entirely burned away 
and in several cases the flames had 
literally roasted almost all the 
fiesh on the body. The dead were taken toa 
blacksmith shop near the main shaft, where 
a morgue had been improvised, and the 
living totheirhomes. The crowd vacillated 
between the shaft and the bDilacksmith 
shop all * day. The latter pluce 
was constantly crowded with people 
searching to find those whom they knew 
must be either dead or badly hurt. Eachar 
ticie of clothing and the contents ofthe 
pockets were closely scrutinized and any dis- 
tinguishable mark of nature whereby the 
body could be identified was eagerly searched 
for. 

A number of dismembered limbs are lying 
in the Morgue waiting identification. They 
were fitted to many bodies with the arms and 
legs missing but no identificatioh could be 
made. 

Yesterday afternoon when the work of re- 
lief began cariload atter carload of earth was 
removed from the mine, loosened by the ex- 
plosion, and quantities of rock and slate 
were also taken out. There are probably ten 
more bodies under the earth and rock re- 
maining. 

AT THE BOTTOM OF THE PIT. 

A most horrible sight met the rescuing 
parties as the bottom of the shaft was 
reached. Here a head, the a hand or leg 
protruded from the mass of fallenrock. A 
number of burned lamps, caps and dinner 
buckets completed the desolation of the 
scene. 

The bodies were removed with all possible 
care, but this did not prevent an arm ora 
lex, almost severed from the body, from be- 
ing completely torn off when taken from 
under the wreckage. 0 

The force of the explosion was tefrific.. It 
literally tore the mine all to pieces. It closed 
up the leries, tore own the barri- 
cades, which kept the air from circulating 
freely through the unused portion of the 
mine, thus cutting off all air from the gal. 
leries in use and left them, as was suppased, 

untenable. None escaped except 
ught up from the entrance or by 
shaft No. te - 

This morning the relief party of the Krebs 
miners was compelled, after forty-eight 
hours steady labor, tostop work. The party 
was completely exhausteu. g 

The reiief party is headed by Young Cam- 
eron, boss of the mine at Lehigh, The men 
are doing excelient work under his direction. 

Three car loads of mules were in the mine 
when the explosion occurred, and strange to 
say, only two of the animals were hurt. The 
poss driver, Tom Kane, was killed.

The Ship Will Be Sent to Aid Russia’s 
Starving—Notes. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 9.—The motion 
made by Chairman’ Blount of the Foreign 
Affairs Committee for a reconsideration of 
the vote by which the House indefinitely 
postponed the Senate resolution appropriat- 
ing $100,000 for the transportation of supplies 
to Russia, will de called up next week, and 
from what Mr. Blountsays it seems likely to 
pass. In conversation about the matter Mr. 
Blount said:

It was notdé@finitely known whether 
the ships of the navgcould carry the flour 
and grain contribu nor could anyone tell 
what disposition the r would make ot the 
supplies when recely I believe that the 
the House will now a to allow the reso- 
lution to be referred to a committee where it 
can receive careful attention, so that when it 
is again considered by the House all inguiries 
concerning the matter Gan be satisfactorily 
answered upon official information. ’’ 
Speaking of the Chilian situation,Mr. Blount 
aid: . 


‘*There is nothing to do until the corre- 
spondence is sent to Congress. While Ido 
not know definitely, lamofthe opinion that 
it is perhaps best that the correspondence is 
not sent in until it is complete. do not be- 
lieve that there will de any declaration of 
war. Certalnly the House will not authorize 
hostilities without safficient cause being 
shown. The correspondence will without 
doubt be sent to Congress, and should be, as 
the country has the right to know its con- 
tents.’

Melterand Refiner in the Mint of the United 
Statesin Philadelphia in 1849 and continued 
to serve in that capacity until the date of his 
death, March 23, 1888. During this time Mr. 
Booth handled large amounts 
both gold and silver bullion. 
the scal year 1888 as 
refiner of the mint Mr. 
received 6,466,269 standard ounces of gold 
Dullion, with A wastage of only 7.9 ounces, 
and 28,936,070 standard ounces of silver bul- 
lion with an apparent wastage of 3.54 ounces. 
In that year three bars of silver, weighing 
1,980 ounces, were stolen from the mint, an 
occurrence which the melter and refiner 
could not prevent, but being technically 
liable therefor, Prof. Booth replaced the 
bars by purchasing them in the open 
market. It is to ay his heirs the 
amount he paid for these bars that the bill 
was introduced. The Commissioner agrees 
with the director ofthe mint, Lusk, that the 
relief asked for could be granted. r. Lusk, 
in a letter to the Commissioner, says: From 
July 1, 1874, to March 23, 1888, Prof. Booth, as 
melter and refiner of the mint, handled 
gold bullion of the vaule. of $581,-

EUROPE REASSURED 


Control of Egypt No Longer Threatens 
the Peace. 


THE CRISIS BELIEVED TO HAVE BEEN 


SAFELY PASSED, 
— — 


Pacific Tone of the Press—Tempestuous 
Voyage of the Steamer Lianduff City— 
Disabled Condition cf England’s Med- 
iterranean Fleet—Chili Extends Dtplo- 
matic Courtesies to Minister Egan. 


PARIS, Jan. 9.—It is seml-officially denied 
that France considers the Oasis of Touat now 
within the sphere of her influence in Northern 
Africa. At the same time it is declared that 
France claims that the regions in dispute 
never ceased to belong to her. 

The London Standard warmly wpudlates 
the idea that the English occupation of Egypt 
is continued out of hostility to Franee. It 
entreats the French to believe that England 
does not desire to be saadied with the Egypt- 
lan question and to consider that the difficul- 
ties of England’s position are largely in- 
creased by the death of Tewfik, which throws 
upon English officials the trouble of educat- 
ing and training his successor to an adequate 
comprehension of his duties and dangers. 
In this task’’ says the Standard, nobody 
can help us. Europe should at least extend 
sympathy.’’ 

The London Times comments as follows on 
the Egyptian question: President Carhot 
has dashed the wild hopes of the French 
press that a regency would be established or 
that there would be other interferences with 
the accession of Abbas or the English super- 
vision. The French are reckoning without 
their host if they imagine—whatever erratic 
movements may bein Mr. Gladstone’s mind 
—that any large body of his followers will 
consent to abandon Egypt to the youth.“ 

The papers of Madrid strongly insist that 
Spain cannot allow the status quo on 
Morocco to be infringed. The Jmperial, 
while approving the action of France in 
the sending of a gunboat to Tangier to pre- 
vent British aggression, says it thinks it 
would have been better if France herself had 
not encroached npon the west and south of 
Morocco. 

The newspapers of Rome believe that the 
death of the Khedive will not affect the situ- 
ation in Egypt. The Norma thinks his 
death might have occasioned serious com- 
plications if Russia was not occupied with 
her famine. The Jtaléa and the Tribuna both 
favor the maintenance of the status quo in 
Egypt. 


A TEMPESTUOUS VOYAGE, 


ONLY A SEVERE STRUGGLE BROUGHT THE 
LLANDAFF CITY TO PORT. 

Loypon, Jan. 9.—The British steamer Han: 
datt City, Capt. Govier, rom New York for 
Bristol, which was towed into Queenstown 
yestorday by the British steamer Regina, 
bound from New Orleans for Bremen, hada 
most eventful voyage,and it was only through 
the fine seamanship of the officers and crews 
of both vessels that the Liandaff City was 
able to reach port. When the steamers 
reached Queenstown their crews were ex- 
hausted by the constant labor they had been 
performing for ten days. As before stated, 
the Llandaff City was spoken by two steam- 
ers, whichreported that the former’s shaft 
was broken. One of these steamers, the 
Guion Line’s Wyoming, reported the fact 
that the Llandaff City was in tow of the Re- 
gina. 

During the heavy weather that the .Lian- 
daff City encountered she was thrown down 
on her beam ends, andit was while she was 
lying in this precarious position that her 
shaft broke. When this aceident occurred 
the steamer wasentirely helpless. She fell 
off into the trough of the sea, and for a con- 
siderable time there was every prospect of 
her foundering. Of course, while she was on 
her beam ends and tossing about at the 
mercy of the waves she was subjected to a 
most violent pounding by the heavy sea. Her 
lifeboats were either smashed to pieces as 
they hung in the davits or their lashings 
were broken and the boats carried away. 
With their boats gone and the vessel on her 
side the officers and crew about made up 
their minds that they were on their last voy- 
age. Justaboutthe time they had reached 
this conclusion a gigantic wave swept toward 
the steamer, lifted her up and so trimmed 
her cargo which had shifted when she was 
beam ended, that she afterward rode on an 
almost even keel. 

The wind was blowing with terrific force 
andthe steamer’s rigging was jn such bad 
shape that it was with the greatest difficulty 
that canvas could beset. After a time, how- 
ever, some storm- stay sails were spread, and 
with this short canvas the steamer was 
brought around head to the sea. Her deck 
was a mass of wreckage, and she rolled and 
pitched so heavily that it was impossible to 
clear away the tangle of ropes and broken 
spars that encumbered the deck. After two 
days of this sort of experience the Inman 
line steamer City of Paris, on her way from 
Liverpool to New York hovein sight, but as 
she was bound tothe westward the Liandaff 
City required no assistance from her. On 
Dec. 29 the Regina came up with the Liandaf 
City and took the latter in tow. The weather 
was still boisterous and it required incessant 
vigilance to navigate the vessel. No attempt 
has yet been made to Clear away the wreck- 
age and the Llandaff City presents a very bat- 
tered and storm-worn appearance. The 
Regina was fortunate in getting her tow into 
Queenstown, as upon her arrival there her 
coal supply was practically exhausted.

THREATENS HAYTL 


Another Eruption of That Uneasy Ish 
, and’s Volcanic Politics. 


A SECRET EXPEDITION FITTED OUT TO 
ATTACK HIPPOLYTE. 


Steamer Purchased and Changed Into a 
Well-Equipped Man-of-War—Now Out 
of Reach of the Government Author 
ties—-Who the Leaders Are and Their 
Plans—The Plot Exposed. . 


NEW Tonk, Jan. 9.—The discovery has just 
been made by Mr. Price, the Haytian Minister 
to the United States, of a revolutionary 
movement having for its object the over - 
throw of President Hippolyte of Hayti. 

The revolutionary party, he has found, hag 
fitted out in this country a man-of-war 
equipped with all the appliances of modern 
warfare, which is intended to be used by the 
Haytian exilesin Jamaica to capture Port- 
au-Prince and establish a new government, 
Minister Price has denounced the revolution- 
ary movement to the Government at Wash- 
ington, and it is expected that the detective 
machinery of the State Department will be 
set In motion to-day for the capture of the 
man-of-war and the arrest of the agents 
here. The Government’s agents will seize 
the ship if they can find her. The chances 
are, however, that the revolutionary vessel 
is already far out to sea, where the Haytian 
navy will have a merry time finding her. 

The revolutionary movement is a direct ro- 
sult of the events of the tragic 28th of May, 
1891. Among the exiles were Gen. Naight, 
Gen. Anselme Prophete, ex-President Legi- 
time and Gen. Fouchard, There were other 
exiles of more or less prominence, but these 
men were the acknowledged leaders. Each 
man had his political following in Hayti. Some. 
were in the South, some were in the North, 
some were in the interior of the island. After 
much discussion it was resolved that the 
leaders should constitute themselvesa com- 
mittee of revolution and that an expedition 
should be fitted out. Agents were sent to 
New York, accompanied by delegates, but 
after the situation had been thoroughly can- 
vassed the movement was abandoned. Fora 
time it looked as though there would be no 
revolutionary movement, and the Committee 
of Revolution gave up all hope of immediate 
progress. 

For several months political matters in 
Hayti and among the exiles in Kingston were 
very quiet, In fact, they were suspiciously 
quiet. Early last autumn the situation had 
apparently become so peaceful that Presi- 

dent Hippolyte issued a manifesto of general 
amnesty, inviting all the exilesto return to 
Hayti.

SIX WERE SHOT, 


AN EXCITING RUNNING FIGHT WITH SHERIFF 
DUNN'S ASSASSINS. 

HUTCHINSON, Kan., Jan. 9.—James Norton 
and Ezra Farwell, from Haskell County, 
members of the Sheriff’s posse which had a 
fight with Sheriff Dunn’s assassins Thursday, 
Passed through Arkalon yesterday on their 
way home to have their wounds dressed, 
Norton gave an account of the fight. He 
said the posse, which numbered twelve men, 
came in view of fourteen of the fugitives. 
The posse pursued them for ten miles and 
kept up a running fre for four miles. Four 
of the fugitives were shot, but none of the 
posse were hurt. The posse changed horses 
ata ranch and continued the chase. 
The posse came within 100 yards of the men 
at dusk, and shot two more of them. Norton 
and Farwell were wounded in this encounter 
and left the posse resting. The fleeing men 
appeared to have fresh horses, for they es- 
caped from the posse. 

Another suspect was arrested yesterday, 
and Company E and six prisoners left Arka. 
lon for Springfield. The citizens of Arkalon 
protested against the removal of the mill- 
tary, but Gen. Roberts would not disregard 
the Governor's orders. The people of Arka- 
lon were surprised when the deputies arrived 
there in charge of C. J. Anderson, a leading 
Alliance man and the father-in-law 
of Alf Minton, the Alliance candidate for 
Sheriff.

FRANK HICKS’ MEMORIAL. 


The Largest Meeting of the St. Louis Bar 
in Years—The Funeral 


One of the largest bar meetings ever seen 
in the Court-house was held this morning in 
Judge Dillon's court to take appropriate ac- 
tion on the death of the late Frank Hicks, 
which was the result of a sad. acci- 
dent, already described in these columns.

No member of our profession has died in this city 
in recent years, whose death will be more universally 
regretted by the profession and by the public 
: than Frank Hicks, Yet the annals of his 

fe are soon written. He was boro in Northern 
Ohio, in February, 1855, and moved with bis family 
when quite young to Litchfield, III., where they

was able to enter e St. High 
School immediately, with those much older than 
Dimself. He was prunes from the High School 
with honors in 1872. His tastes and inclinations up 
to this time seemed to beinthe direction of me- 
chanics and applied mathematics and. with an idea 
of pursuing an occupation calling tor the applica- 
tien of mathematics, began the studyof archi- 
tecture, but his course was soon changed, and in 
October, 1872, he enrered the law ee of the 
Washington University, from which he graduated in 
1874. Previous to graduation he had been 
admit to bar on examination, 
and though at his mo only 
19 years old, fie was both in physical * and 
mental capacity as mature ag a man of 21. At this 
early age he was admitted into partnership with 
Judge Addison Reese, whose extensive practice, 
large acquaintance and clientage at once put Mr. 
Hicks upon the road of permanent success. No 
reater proof of his ability could be offered than the 
fact that at the tifhe of his death he retained many of 
the clients of the old firm of Reese 4 Hicks. In 
1879, Judge Reese then retiring from active practice, 
the firm of Reese & Hicks was dissolved, and Mr. 
Hicks continued the practice alone until in 1885, 
when the firm of Elierbe & Hicks was formed, which 
lasted until 1888. 

Though not active in polities, Mr. Hicks 
way interested in questions of public concern. 
national issues, conscientiously believing in the 
eed Ag of the Republican party, he gave his ad- 

erence to that party, and was a trusted adviser in 
its councils, 

Mr. Hicks was married to Miss Aline Taylor of this 
city. — 41 — before the sad accident which 
finally ended his career they had gone to housekeep- 
ing. In the presence of the sad bereavement in his 
home our heads must bow and our lips remain mute. 
To his sisters he was almost an idol, and to his father 
and mother, their only son, he was tlie mainstay ‘of 
their declining years. 

Mr. Hicks’ record at the bar deserves more than a 
passing notice. He began, continued and ended his 
career in the same quiet, amiable, D and 
courteous manner, which attracted the devoiion of 
his friends and commanded the admiration ef his ac- 

uaintances. @ was studious, dignified and 
thoughtful, and his characteristics were attractive, 
and his ambitions laudable. His knowledge of the 
law was clear and thorough. He was careful, pains- 
taking and successfui in the conduct of his cases; he 
was reliable in advice to his clients; he never took an 
unfair advantage of an adversary. No member of the 
bar better deserved the respect of his associates. He 
was well balanced, broad, self-reliant, manly and 
eve. He had won the respect of the courts 

y honest, conscientions conduct, and able work. 
In his death we have lost a true and valued friend, 
— the community an honorable and respected cit- 
zen. 

Mr. Hicks’ remains were placed in their 
last resting place this afternoon. The funeral 
was held from the family residence, 33826 
Chestnut street, and was largely attended.

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St. Louis’ Building Progress Propor- 
tionately Far in Excess of Chicago. 


FIGURES WHICH CONTAIN SOME SUR- 
PRISING AND PLEASING FACTS. 


While Chicago Shows a Decrease of 4 
Per Cent ih Building During the Past 
Year, St. Louis Has Had an Increase 
of 156 Per Cent—-A Most Remarkable 


Progress. 


The report of the Building Commissioner 
giving statistics of the number and cost of 
dulldings for 1891 as Compared with 1890, and 
already published, makes a truly magnificent 
showing for St. Louls when compared with 
Chicago’s statistics for the same two years. 

Remarks heretofore published on this sub- 
ject in the Post-DisPaTcH were based on 
the number of permits issued in 
this city for the first eleven 


months of 1891, ending Dec. 1. Since then the 
December permits have been added,and they 
show the remarkable gain of 50 per cent over 
the number of permits issued during the Cor- 
responding nth of 1890, the total lot 
frontage occupied during the year of 1891 be- 
ing 164,100feet. This is equivalent to a row 
of buildings over thirty-one miles long, that 
is calculated on the conservative basis of 33 
feet toa house. 

In 1891 the 3 permits aggregated 884, 
010,500.

TWELFTH STREET IMPROVEMENT. 

The first important move toward the de- 
velopment ofa new business center on old 
Lucas Market square, on Twelfth street, 
south of Washington avenue, will be the con- 
struction of a seven-story building for the F.

A better 
location for such a buliding would not be easy 
to find, 1 light and approach- 
able with vehicles from three sides, 
Twelfth street, St. Charles street and the 
20-foot alley in the rear. The structure wil 
be unusually strong to maintain the immense 
weight of glass that will be stored upon its 
various finors which, together, aggregate an 
area of 45,000 square feet, said to the 
largest and best adapted building of its char- 
acter tobe found any place in the countr 
west of New York City. The building will 
rise tothe heighth of 75 feet over a 12-foot 
basement to be devoted exclusively to the 

branch of the trade. Over the 
basement walls the two rst stories 
to form a base for the upper structure, wil 
be of finely chiseled lime stone. Above this 
the facades will be ofa buff-colored brick, 
harmonizing with the entire exterior. To 
cap the whole there will bea concrete roof 
with a terra cotta border eighteen inches 
deep, carried on open steel beams, forming 
a projecting cornice of five feet overall. On 
the main floor, extending along the Twelfth 
street front to the dept of thirty 
feet, the space be devoted 
to office appointments, which are to 
be especially and orewantly fitted up.

The 8 occupied by these buildings 
was 280,614 feet, being an increase of 17,237 
feet over the 1 of 1890. This is less 
than fifty-four miles of buildings, but as the 
frontage of the World’s Fair buildings 
is about 26, 000 feet or nearly 
five miles, it is apparent that the buildings 
— — in Chicago in 1891 really cover less 
frontage than those of 1890. When the enor- 
mous speculation and expansion resulting 
from the World’s Fair is borne in mind, it is 
evident that no such solid and rapid growth 
— ta ing place in Chicago as may be seen in 
St. ulis. 

Cohsidering that Chicago sold five times as 
much real estate in 1890 as St. Louis it is fair 
to exipect that my to build houses five times 
as faßt as does the Future Great. On that 
reasonable basis Chicago should have occu- 
pied a frontage of 155 miles, leaving her 
**phantoms’’ and World's Fair bulidings out 
of the calculation. 

As will be seen above, the actual frontage 
covered in 1891 in Chicago, aside from the 
World's Fair buildings is some 252,800 feet 
as against 263,378 feet jn 1890 showing a de- 
crease of 10,577 feet. 

In gt. Louls the frontage in 1891 is 164,100 
feetagainsta total of 142,621 feet in 1890, 
showing an increase of 21,479 feet in 1891. 

In other words while the building of Chi- 
cago for 1891 show a decrease of 4 per cent 
from 1890, that of st. Louis, with no World's 
Fair excitement, shows an incréase of 15 per 
cent. On such actual facts and statistics as 
these no comment is necessary.

Sherman was vio- 
lently attacked in the columns of the Commer- 
cial- Gazette, chiefly through communications. 
His treatment in the editorial columns was 
a pee py mild. On the other hana the 
Washington correspondent of the Ohio State 
Journal at Columbus attacked Foraker ve- 
hemently and the Cincinnati Tammany,’’ 
as he denominated the George Cox ring, he 
attacked viciously. The George Cox combin-

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HUMAN LIFE IS TOO CHEAP. 


The recentaccident at Hastings on the 
New York Central & Hudson River Rail- 
road is 4feminder that human life is re- 
garded by the railway companies as the 
cheapest thing in the market. This acci- 
dent will cost the New York Central 560, 
000 for the twelve lives lost, $5,000 being 
the value ofa human being according to 
the New York law. A practicable block 
system which would have prevented the 
collision would cost many times this sum 
and has therefore not been adopted. Un der 
pressure, however, from the New York 
WoRLD the directors of the road 
have been forced at last to promise 
to provide proper safeguards. 

A similar law in Missouri fixes the same 
penalty for killing. If the jury thinks the 
railroad blameworthy $5,000 is the amount 
of damages awarded. It is that or noth- 
ing. The absurdity of such a law must be 
apparent to every sober-minded man. Ac- 
cording to a wise provision ef the Pennsyl- 
vania Constitution the General Assembly 
is forbidden to limit the amount to be re- 
covered for injuries resulting in death or 
for injuries to persons or property. The 
duty of fixing the damages is thus thrown 
upon the courts and the circumstances of 
each case determine the amountof the 
award, 

It is unfortunate that the framers of the 
Missouri Constitution, in which are found 
many excellent provisions suggested by 
the Pennsylvania instrument, did not in- 
clude this humane article. Too much pro- 
tection cannot be thrown around the life 
of a human being. Killing should be 
made costly—more costly than block sys- 
tems. When it is made so corporations 
will soon be compelled to economize in the 
interest of humanity. 

The Missouri statute limiting the amount 
recoverable in cases of accident to persons 
should be immediately repealed. If this 
cannot be accomplished the matter should 
be referred to the people in the form of a 
constitutional amendment. It is certain 
that with the knowledge they now have 
the people would make short work of the 
present barbarous practice.

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City Commissioners Can't Interfere 
With His Forest Park Depot. 


THEY DON’T LIKE HI8 PLANS, BUT THEY 
ARE HELPLESS, 


Letters to a Friend of the Eight-Hour 
Law—Contractor Brennan’s Fears Al- 
layed by President Burnet— The New 
Engine- Houses. 


The Board of Public Improvements is in 
need of a great deal of information which it 
does not now possess and for securing which 
itis making no efforts whatever. Some of 
the members unofficially have a scanty, un- 
certain knowledge on some of the required 
points, butas a board presumably looking 
after the interests of the city and the welfare 
of the public it is painfully ignorant. 

The Lindell Railway Co., in spite of the 
numerous extensions it has made in the 
road and the improvements it has adopted, 
is not living up to its ordinances, which fact 
the board is fully aware of, but the extent of 
the company’s shortcomings are only 
guessed at by the members and they do not 
really know what is being done and what is. 
not being done. 

The Lindell Railway Co. promised in its 
ordinance to put up in Forest Park 
a building or station tocost at least $25,000. 
A building has been put up west of the restau- 
rant but whether it cost $25,000 or $1,000 the 
Board of Public Improvements does not 
know. The members simply guess at the 
question and say they presume it is all right. 

There are two very important points in the 
Lindell Railway ordinances on which the 


board officers are painfully ignorant and 
which the company is alowed to observe or 
disregard as it sees fit. 

The first and most important isthe clause 
concerning the erection of a depot in Forest 
Park. The road was given permission to 
enter the park for a distance of 300 feet at 
two different points, inreturn for which very 
valuable privilege it was to erecta depot at 
the northern one, ata cost of not less than 
$25,000. The ordinance on the subject states: 

Asa further consideration for the rights and priv- 
ileges granted by this ordinance, the said Lindell 
Railway Co. shall construct, at its own cost and ex- 

ense, a passenger waiting-room and depot, to be 
located in Forest Park at such point as may be 
designated by the Board of Public Improvements. 
Said depot to cost not less than $25,00v. con- 
struction of said depot to commence at the same 
time that the work of constructing the tracks herein

The New Engine Houses. 


Superintendent of Buildings Furlong, in 
anticipation of the passage of the ordi- 
nances penuing inthe Municipal Assembly, 
is drafting plans for two of the new engine 
houses. These are to be located in the west - 
ern part of the city, one on Vernon avenue, 
near Belt avenue, and the second on Kossuth 
avenue, in the vicinity ofthe Fair Grounds.

Paderewski’s Piano Recitals—News About 
the Local Theatrical Attractions. 


Every time that Paderewski shows himself 
on the street or in the rotunda of the South- 
ern Hotel he is made the center of a curious 
throng. His remarkable hair creates a sen- 
sation. No barber has ever touched it, and it 
is like a mass of silk floss.

Saloon-Keeper Marre’s Novel Method 
of. Obtaining a License Sanctioned. 


COUNSELLOR MARSHAL’S OPINION IN THE 
~FINNEY AVENUE SALOON FIGHT.

The Lilliputian Lot System of Obtaining 
a Saloon License Said To Be Perfectly 
Lawful—Real Estate Agent Duffy Says 
That If His Saloon Plan Is Defeated 
He Will Build a Negro Church. 


The saloon side in the fight over a saloon 
license for the Marre place on Finney avenue 
and Sarah street was very active to-day, and 
thanks to the energetic support of the Col- 
lector’s office anda favorable opinien from 
City Counselor Marshall closed the round 
with the odds in their favor. ; 

The seventeen one-foot lots conveyed by 

ichael Duffy to seventeen different people 
Who will appear as signers to the petition, 
are declared legal by the City Counselor, and 
the owner of each one-foot lot can offer his 
taxes to the Collector and get his receipt. 

The case in question is a peculiar one, 
and was fully explained in yesterday’s 
Posr-Dis raren. The Marre brothers want- 
ing to renew their saloon license for the 
saloon onthe corner of Finney avenue and 
Sarah street made a canvass of the block 
and found they did not have a majority of 
the taxpayers in favor of the renewal, s0 
they went about providing more taxpayers, 
and for chis purpose had a lot divided into 
seventeen parts of one foot each and 
deeded these one-foot lots to as 
many different persons, Who signed 
the petition, giving the required majority of 
taxpayers in the block. 

The point was then raised that the taxes 
could not be divided by the Collector and ac- 
cepted from seventeen different people, and 
Mr. Joseph A. Duffy, the agent who is doing 
the work, insists that it can be done, and is 
backed up by Mr. Julius Wurtzburger, 
in charge of the saloon collec- 
tions in the Collector’s office. 
Mr. Wurtzburger and Mr. Duffy were at work 
all morning on the case, and went up to the 
City Counselor’s office at the City Halland 
asked him for aw opinion, the request being 
50 ht in formal shape from Coliector Zieg- 
enhein.

They were followed by Judge 
Henry D. Laughlin, the attorney for the 
adams Express Co., and then the three law- 
vers named went into a deep conference with 
Prosecuting Attorney Ashley C. Clover. 

SLYE BROUGHT IN. 

It 10:10 o'clock Adelbert D. Slye, the pris- 

oner, made his appearance under guard, and 
crossed the court-room under the fire of hun- 
areds of curious eyes anxious to see what 
the “little man’’ who took such a promi- 
nent part in the Glendale train robbery 
woked ike, Slye was evidently in possession 
all the coolness and good humor which 
marked his first appearance at the Four 
Courts on New Year's morning, and when he 
took a seat behind Attorney Martin at once 
entered into a smiling conversation with that 
gentleman. Judge Normile had already 
taken his seat when Slye was brought in, and 
in a short time the opening of the first legal 
nent in the Glendale train-robbery case be- 
man. 
\trorney Martin advanced to the clerk's 
railing holding in one hand a few pages of 
type written matter, and leaning with his 
elbows onthe rail confidentially addressed 
the Court 

“May it please the Court.“ he murmured 
pleasantly, in the matter of Adelbert D. 
Slye, a prisoner now In court, Iask leave to 
file an application before this Honorable 
court, and will now read the said applica- 
tion.’’ 

HABEAS CORPUS PROCEEDINGS. 

Lawyer Martin then produced the type- 
written papers and proceeded to read slowly 
from them. The document was an applica- 
cation for a writ of habeas corpus to be issued 
avainst Adelbert D. siyle. Although It was 
readinalowtone by Attorney Martin, the 
paper was a remarkable one, inasmuch as it 
attacked tooth and nail the validity 
and good faith of the requisition 
ssued by the Governor of Missouri 
to secure the return of Siye from California 
to this State. The petition filed this morning 
stated that such requts uon was Illegal, 
and that under its allegajfons Sive had been 
unlawfully delivered to’ the authorities of 
Missouri by the authorities of California, in- 
as much asthe requisition had been issued 
upon an alleged affidavit.wwhich charged 
specifically that Siye had Sommitted in 
the city. of St. Louis the offense and 
crime of robbery.’’ Such a charge was 
false and untrue, Lawyer Martin's petition 
stated, nosuehcrime having been commit- 
ted in St. Louis, and it was known when the 
requisition was applied forand issued that 
‘the pretended charge was a fraudulent 
ham. The petition further stated that it | 
was never intended to prosecute on such a | 


charge, but that upon the prisoner’s return ceiveda sa 


to St. Lonis that charge was intended to be 
cismissed andthe prisoner prosecuted on a 
diferent charge. Therefore the petition 
prayedfora writ of habeas corpus on the 
ground stated. . 

. A LIVELY DISCUSSION. 

There was some lively discussion of thts 
habeas corpus application, Judge Normile 
being of the opinion that the writ called for 
his passing upon a question of jurisdiction, 
and being inclined to fight a little shy of it on 
that account. Judge Henry D. Laughlin, the 
Adams Express Co. 's attorney, smiled at 
this and said that no such ues- 
tion was raised, that a habeas 
corpus could always be granted by a court 
Without inquiring into the details of the pe- 
tion, and that the questions raised in the 
present petition could be reached at the 
time of the demurrer which would certainly 
be entered against it. He thought that the 
most serious feature of Lawyer Martin’s ac- 
ion Was the charge that the extradition pa- 
pers were issued for a fraudulent purpose.

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The Barkeeper Tells of His Acquaint- 
ance With Mrs. De Gear. 


HE DID NOT KNOW SHE WAS LIVING 
WITH HER HUSBAND. 


A Very Loving Letter Found Among the 
Woman’s Effects—Letter From Mrs. La 
Rose Indicating That Her Son Deceived 
Her—Latest Developments in This Very 
Strange Case. 


The De Gear shooting ts hourly becoming 
more of a mystery, and Deputy Ooroner 
Meade is unable to arrive at any tangible 
theory, at least any that he is willing to air. 
This morning matters locked ugly for A. 8. 
Tebbetts, a barkeeper, working at 512 North 
Third street, between Vine and St. 
Charles streets, and the police were 
get to work hunting him up, but he seems to 
have cleared his skirts of suspicion of actual 
complicity in a murder, if one was com- 
mitted. 

Before relating the latest developments a 
brief narrative of the facts thus far elicited 
will help to a better undegstanding of the 
case. Charles De Gear was found lying 
dead on Monday last in the apart- 
mehts of his alleged wife, at 2921 
Franklin avenue, with three bullet wounds 
on his body, twoof which would, according 
to the testimony of physicians, have proved 
instantly fatal. Mrs. De Gear was also 
wounded inthe face. She said that her hus- 


band had been supported by her, of late, and 
becoming highly incensed over her refusal 

r to provide for him, he tried 
her, firing a couple of shots 
at her, ‘and then taking his own 
life. The woman was removedtothe Mul- 
lanphy Hospital and the body of her husband 
was taken to Bensick & Sheahan’s undertak- 
ing establishment atthe corner oft Walnut 
and Eleventh streets. 

THE POST-MORTEM DEVELOPMENTS. 

At the post-mortem examination yester- 
Gay Dr. Brennan came to the conclusion 
that it would have been impossible 
for DeGear to have shot himself 
in the manner in which he was 
wounded. There were three wounds, two be- 
ing fatal, both bullets’ entering the left 
nipple. passing downwards diagonaily across 
the body and lodging low down in the right 
side. Aseitherof the wounds would have 
produced instant death Ur. Brennan came to 
the conclusion that they must have been fired 
by another’s hand, If fired by himself the 
weapon must have been held in 
the left hand, as De Gear’s right arm was dis- 
abled, being partially paralyzed through use 
ofacrutch. Experiments withthe revolver 
with which the deed was committed appeared 
to demonstrate thatonly withthe greatest 
difficulty could the pistol have been dis- 
charged in the direction taken by the bullets. 
The third shot only abraded the skin and was 
found upon the floor. Having these state- 
ments before him Deputy Coroner Meade be- 
gan to search for the possible murderer. 

It had already been developed that both the 
woman and the man had aliases, or at leasta 
Gual set of names. The woman was known 
as Mrs. Mattie Page and alsoas Mrs. Martha 
DeGear, and the man as Charles J. DeGear, 
and Joseph La Rose DeGear. La Rose was a 
tile setter, employed by the St. Louis Marbie 
& Grate Co., at the northeast corner of 
Eleventh and Walnut streets. He was known 
As a quiet and very decent sort ofa fellow. 
He claimedto have been married tothe 
woman for abouta year, although friends of 
his say that the two lived together for about 
four yeurs, 

MRS. DOWNET’S DISCOVERIES. 

Mrs. Sarah Downey, wholives at 3628 Eas- 
ton avenue, appears to be the nearest friend 
of Mrs. De Gear. She has been active in 
looking up testimony. While the body lay 
at Bensick & Sheahan’s place she appeared 
in a state of great excitement, and demanded 
alock of the dead man’s hair, claiming to 
have been sent for it by the widow. Being 
refused she later made a successful applica- 
tion to the keeper of the Morgue,and de- 
parted with the souvenir. She had been 
oharged by Mrs. De Gear with the task of 
packing up his effects, and in doing this came 
across certain papers that she Las turned over 
tothe owner. She said that she had visited 
Mrs, De Gear yesterday at the hospital, and 
that the wounded woman had stated to her 
that she had *‘bought the revolver to kill her 
husband with, and finished her «startling 
story by requesting her to gather up and 
destroy some shirts and slippers that would 
be found in her room. Mrs. Downey and 
Undertaker Sheahan proceeded to the 
scene of the § tragedy and made a 
search, securing several shirts, two collars 
and a pair of new slippers. The collars were 
marked A. 8. Tebbets. Thesethings were 
turned overtothe Coroner, and the search 
for Tebbets began. 

But there were other things found by Mrs. 
Downey when locking up Mrs. De Gear's fur- 
niture and belongings. Part of the furniture 
was taken away by an agency in satisfaction 
ofa mortgage of $60 given in December. The 
rest was sent toa storehouse. Mrs. Downey 
found some letters, among others one writ- 
ten by Tebbets to Mrs. De Gear, while she 
was visiting her father at Diehistadt, Mo. It 
was inclosed in an envelope addressed to 
Mrs. Mattie Page and rau as follows: 

A TOUCHING LETTER, 
Sr. Louis, Nov. 26, 1891. 

DEAREST MATTIE—Your letter just received to- 
Gay, and was glad to hear from you. Iam glad you 
arr ved home safe and hope you are enjoying a nice 
turkey dinner to-day.

It was learned that De Gear had insured his 
life in Olive Branch Lodge, No. 812, Knights 
of Honor, for 52.000. The certificate of mem- 
bership and insurance bears date of March 
27, 1891, and Martha L. De Gear is made bene- 
ficiary. The policy is taken out in the name 
of Charles J. De Gear. 

Mrs. La Rose, the mother, is making in- 
quiries with a view to securing the insurance 
money, but there appears to be no chance 
for her securing it, as Mrs. De Gear is 
entitled tc it, whether lawfully married 
or otherwise, as the policy is made in her 
favor. The followtng telegram was received 
by Mr. Sheahan:

PENSION FOR LETTER CARRIERS. 


What Is Thought of the Bill in St. 

Louis. 

A telegram from New York states that the 
bill before Congress for pensioning letter 
carriers who have beenin the service over 
twenty years or who have become dis- 
abledafter fifteen years service has the 
hearty indorsement of the letter carriers of 
that city and they have sent a petition to 
Congress to pass the bill, The Dill is now in 
the hands of the Postal Committee and with 
good prospect of its being recommended for 
passage. The bill provides thatthe pension 


shall not exceed half the amount of his 
salary and it may be made only one-fourth 
ofit. The pension on weer years 
service is not to begin until the pensioner is 


s old. 
he letter-carriers of St. Louls are very 
naturally in favor of the bill, but out of 
deference to the adverse opinions of their 
— anh in office, they have not gotten up a 
petition for it or held any meetings or made 
any demonstration whatever in favor of it. 

h Postmaster Harlow and Mr. Cookson, 
Superintendent of Letter-carriers,oppose the 
bill, holding that pensions should not be 

anted for civil service of * 


kind. Mr. 
arlow believes in the pensioning of soldiers 
and sailors, but thinks the pensioning bus!i- 
ness should stop there. Ifiletter-carriers are 
to nsioned, then stal clerks 
should pensioned an all other 
postal 8 as there are hard-work- 
ers and faithful employes in every 
department who have been in service twenty 
* and more, and then the favor should 
extended to all Government employes, 
for the same arguments can be made for pen- 
sionjng the employes in the Collector’s office 
the United States Sub-Treasury, the Unite 
States Courts or any other branch of the gov- 
ernment. Mr. Harlow says that the letter 
carriers area hard-worked lot, and if any of 
the Government’s 4 ‘are to be pen- 
sioned, he would certainly include the letter 
carriers, but as he is opposed on principle to 
the granting of civil service penions, he 
doesn’t see how he can consistently favor the 
Cummings bill in Congress. Mr. Harlow’s 
lan, as presented some time ago 
in a letter to the First Assistant Postmaster- 
General, is to increase the pay of first-class 
letter carriers to $1,200 a year, and have three 
lower grades with salaries of $1,000, $800 and 
$600 respectively. ‘‘My dea, said Mr. Har- 
low, eis to have the new men put in the 
$600 class and to then promote them as 
fast as their work entitles them to promo- 
tion. Then I would have them reduced when 
their work falls off. When a carrier who has 
been in the first grade becomes unabie from 
sickness, old age or accident todo first class 
work, give him easier work 
and his salary, and from 
second grade he could then 
be reduced to third grade, and finally to 
fourth grade, and receive half as much as he 
did when a first-class man. „This would give 
him as mach as a pension under the Cum- 
mings bill, but would keep him in service. 
There is always: light work in 
an office of this kind that 
the old and crippled can do. I would not 
send them out to deliver letters, but they 
could still collect mail from boxes either on 
foot or in vehicles. Now such menareas a 
rule discharged and the few that are re- 
tained are receiving the same salary as first- 
class men. What we call substitutes or 
auxiliaries I would place in a class by them 
seives and give them $400 a year. 

Mr. Cookson takes about the same view of 
the matter as Mr. Harlow does: ‘‘Civil 
service pensions will do very well for effete 
monarchies,’’ he said. ‘‘but they ara out of 
place here. I believe in increasing the 
pay of first-class letter carriers, 
but Ot in pensioning then. While 
our letter carriers work hard, they do not 
work any longer or harder than many of our 
inside clerks do, and their pay on the aver- 
age is better. We have a number of clerks 
who have been in service continuously 
twenty years, and some of them have been 
here thirty vears. 

Mr. Cookson furnished the following list of 
letter carriers who will be entitled to the priv- 
lege of retiring from service on half pay this 
year if the Cummiog's vill is passed, the date 
of each man’s appointment being also given:

Wm. McFadden, Jan. 10, 1865; Samuel Hyatt, 
Sept. 1, 1865; James Horan, Aug. 
Daniel Daly. June 24, 1867; Philip

HOW TO SEE ALL NEW YORE. 


A Magnificent Picture From the Lantern 
of the Pulitzer Building. 


From the New York WORLD. 

One stands there, as it were, within the 
lower segment ofa great circle, and yet it is 
possible to imagine one at the center and 
that with each turn of the head a new sector 
were formed, with lines marking the visual 
range as radii and the hills far away as 
the arc. 

You, mayhap, may be facing the east and 
viewing the sister city of Brooklynand the 
river that cuts its way between Long Island 
and the metropolis. You move your eyes to 
the left and take in more of the river that 
stretches away to the sound and look upon a 
tableland of roofs miles in extent, reaching 
to the Harlem, and beyond you see the hills. 

Again, further, to the left the same table 
land of roofs, the hills in the far distance, 


but a new river, the Hudson, and a glimpse 
of New Jersey’s shores of rock, as if cut and 
chiseled to make the waterway. 

Turn full face about and look upon Jersey 
City, Hoboken, a section ofthe west side of 
New York City, and the busy craft that go 
steaming up and down theNorth River, the 
flattened-out ferry-boats that ply from city 
to city, the big ocean liners that move ma- 
jestically down the stream started ona 
week’s voyage forthe Old World, the hop- 
skipping tugs that go about like the

Now, you have been round the circle in the 
rough. You go over it again. You seea 
thousand and one things not noted before. 
You go over it a third time, and then perhaps 
our attention is drawn tonear-by objects. 
fou look down upon the street and see men 
moving about like ants, horse cars that re- 
mind youof beetlesand strings of elevated 
trains that resemble red-bodied, gray- backed 
caterpillars. And then the bridge that looks 
like the filmy meshes of some insect creation, 
or more like the traceries Jack Frost draws, 
with the huge towers a mere break in the in- 
tricate interlacings.

THE HANDICAPPERS. 


How Weights Are Assigned for the Big 
Eastern Races. 


MEN WHO HAVE EARNED REPUTATIONS 
IN THE BUSINESS. 


Au Great Finishes in Handicaps Are 
Mere Accidents—Difficulties of Prop- 
erly Classifying Horses—Champion 
Sullivan Declares Himself Anxious for 
a Fight With Slavin—General Sport. 


Handicapping is an arduous occupation, 

and but few are eminently successful in pur- 

suit of it, says the New York Tribune. The 
best-known hand'cappers in this country are 
Mr. McIntyre, J. G. K. Lawrence and Walter 
S. Vosburg. Mr. Lawrence, though promoted 
to the presidency of the Coney Island Jockey 
Club, continues to do the handicapping for 
that association, and his labors have been 
woll rewarded, He exercises a rare judg- 
ment in adjusting the weights so as to bring 
to the post large fields, and generally suc- 
ceeds in obtaining aclose finish between at 
least two or three horses. Mr. Melntyre's 
handicaps have produced some of the finest 
finishes ever seen. He has fewer horses to 
work on than Mr. Lawrence, both in the 
spring and autumn, but never fails to make 
the most of his material. His first Brocklyn 
handicap will never be forgotten, nor will 
the memory of the Oriental Handicap of 1889 
soon pass away. 

Mr. Vosburg is so handicapped in many 
ways that he has had but little chance to do 
himself justice. Besides filling the office of 
Secretary to the Board of Control, he does 
the handicapping for the New York Jockey 
Club and the Monmouth Park Association. 
During the last season, the latter was home- 
less, and would not have had even a shelter 
but for the generosity of John A. Morris and 
the $35,000 that secured Jerome Park. The 
old saddle-bags track drove many owners to 


burg was unable to get together enough 
horses to make flelds of even moderate size. 
This spoiled the betting, and complaints 
against the handicapper arose on all sides. 
He was held responsible for every failure. 
He was the victim of small owners and train- 
ers grown independent and saucy through 
much fattening on the rich prizes of the 
jockey clubs.

Owners 
pay nothing for stable room, and when, for 
spite or meanness, they refuse to enter their 
horses—providing, of course, that the ani-

TESTING BIG GUNS. 


— 
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The New Monitor Maintonomah Firing 
Experimental Shots. 


RESULTS THAT PORTEND TROUBLE FOR 
POSSIBLE ENEMIES. 


Monster Cannon That Hurl Great Steel 
Missiles Meet Every Requirement—No 
Sate Place for Ten Miles in Front of 
Them-—Projectiles of Purely American 
Make—Torpedo Boat Commissioned. 


New York, Jan. 9.—After the trial of the 
guns of the United States Monitor Mian- 
tonoma last Tuesday the vessel was con- 
fined to her anchorage in Gardiner’s Bay by 
astrong northwester followed by a flercer 
northwester on Wednesday and part of 
Thursday. Thursday afternoon she steamed 
out and fired two shots with reduced charges 
from her forward turret guns, but the sea 
was high and the cold severe, and further 
trials were postponed until yesterday. The 
reason for using the reduced powder charge 
of 155 pounds is that thereby the recoil of the 
gun can be regulated. The proper recoil! with 
the full charge of 250 pounds of cocoa brown 
powder is from 36 to 40 inches so with the re- 
duced charge of 155 pounds a recoll of 25 or 26 
inches should be had. 

When the guns in the after turret were 
fired on Tuesday the recoil was found to be 
insufficient, and it was therefore necessary 
to give the watera freer exit. This having 
been done then the normal recoil of 26 inches 
with a reduced charge was obtained, insur- 
ing the proper amount of recoll with the full 
service charge. 

Soon alter 8 o’clock yesterday morning the 
Miantonomah got under way from her 
anchorage under the lee of Shelter Island in 
Gardiner’s Bay and steamed out past Gardl- 
ner’s Point light. The wind was westerly 
and the sea nearly smooth. About 10 o’clock 
all hands were sent to quarters for action. 
Officers and men accustomed to the old-fash- 
ioned ships of the navy found Httle in their 
previous drill was useful here. Soon after 
passing beyond Gardiner’s Point Light- 
house the firing began. First reduced 
charges were used in all four 
guns. The results were noisy and the range 
highly satisfactory. All that was sought for 
by these shots wasto determine the proper 
recoil, but as each 500-pound projectile fired 
without elevation went skipping off three or 
four miles over the water, the non-naval on- 
lookers who happened to be in the neighbor- 
hood on board a few schooners and sloops 
were impressed with the idea that they would 
prefer to be somewhere behind the guns 
rather than ten miles in front of them. The 
guns were laid level, and therefore each shot 
struck about 1,500 yards from thé muzzie. A 
great spurt of water followed the impact, 
and then the shot rose from the surface, 
made a graceful curve and struck again with 
somewhat diminished velocity, repeating this 
performance two or three times and then 
tearing its way just below the surface before 
its final disappearance, In each case careful 
examination was made as to the effect on re- 
coil and on the general fittings of the gun 
and of the superstructure. In no case was 
any objectionable or damaging result re- 
ported. 

Each gun was fired once with the reduced 
charge, thus makingtwoshots discharged 
from each piece since the monitor’s arrival 
inthese waters. These tests having been 
satisfactorily completed, one shot with the 
full service charge of 255 pounds of brown 
cocoa poset was fired, the gun used being 
the right-hand one of the pair in the forward 
turret. This was a hummer. The gun re- 
colled to the full calculated limit and the 
shot salled more than a mile away before! 
took its first salt-water bath. The concyps- 
sion following theexplosion was tremendous, 
but everything stood it well. Possibly the 
water exit may be reduced somewhat in suc- 
ceeding shots to shorten the recoil, but oth- 
— there is little improvement to be 
made. 

By the time the fifth shot had been fired 
the sun was low in the west and the monitor 
returned to her anchorage in the bay, anchor 
ing fardown, so as to be ready for an early 
start this morning. As these trials are largely

fighting for victory, while if the pace be very 
hot from the start the weak will fall by the 
wayside, leaving the battle to two or three 
first-class animals.

There 
are more close finishes in England than in 
America because while over here our races 
are run from end to end, the Britishers do 
all their running in the home-stretch. 

Mr. Vosburg’s system of handicapping is 
slightly different from Mr. McIntyre’s. He 
divides his horses into three classes and han- 
dicaps on public form and personal observa- 
tion. You never see him at the finishing 
post, but always about an eighth or three- 
sixteenths of a mile from home, where he 
can take note of the horses that are not try- 
ing. He knows that the papers will give a 
full report of the race, so lar as the first, 
second and third horses are concerned. He 
keeps a complete record of the performances 
of the horses under all conditions and at all 
distances, and is continually recasting the 
weights as they improve or of. Mr. Me- 
Intyre's record is a short and simple one, as 
he concerns himself only with what are 
known and classed as handicap horses, and 
of the best OF these there are never more 
than thirty. 

The owner does not live who was ever satis- 
fled with a handicap in which he had a horse. 
We have heard sage old Green Morris rave 
and storm and snort over the weight placed 
on Judge Morrow, threatento quit the turf, 
etc., and have seen Morrow start onthe fol- 
lowing day and win ina walk with a hand- 
some bundle of Green’s own money on him. 
The habit of Kicking at a handicap is chronic. 
Many horses are pulled to get weight off, not 
only once, but twice, three times, four times; 
and the handicapper is fooled into letting one 
now and then slip in at a feather weight. 
Owners and trainers are fooled too, or rather 
they fool themselves. Who does not recol- 
lect the yon aes incident of the defeated 
owner at Sheepshead vg 4 who cried aloud 
in his despair: **Puiled im five times, and 
now when we cut him loose he’s beaten; it’s 
too bad, too bad!’’
